‘The most densely populated countries 
of Enrope are Belgium, with 587, and 
Wetherlanils, with 2.8. 

The great manufacturing Siates of the 
Northeast Ihave un average density of 
more than 200 to a square mile. ‘The 
agricultural States south of the Potomac 
and Ohio lave about 49 to a square mule, 
the density decreasing southward and 
wetword. Thoee of the upper Missis- 
sippi Valley east of the great plains are 
eqquilly well populiatec: 

The plains States—the Dakotas, Ne 
brasia, Karisas, and Oklahoma—still 
hove great vacant spaces to be filled, as 
they sopport now on an average pot over

In-all the mountain States the poptita-

Moreover. in measuring the ruling m- 
dustry of a State by the relative magni- 
tile of its city population, we find. in 
several ¢ises that a single city induces 
the result.

OUR CITIES HAVE GROWS MECH MORE 
RAPIDLY TILAN TILE COUNTRY 


The ahstribution of the urban element 
is very itregolar. One-half of the dwell- 
ersam cites of 25.000 or more inhabitants 
were in the North Atlantic States, while 
In the northern States—t, ic, those north 
of Mason and Dixon line, the Ohio River 
and the southern boundary of Afissouri 


and Kansas—were not less than four- 
fifths. Inthe western States were & per 


cent, while in all the southern Stotes 
there were only 12: per cent. 


In every State the urban element, 
defimng it as abowe, has grown more 
rapidly than has the meral clement, or 
the remainder of the population, in a 
nuber Of cases many tines as rapidly. 
Thus, in New York, while its cities have 
increased 42 per cent, the rural element 
has prown only 2 per cent; m Massachu- 
setts the corresponding proportions are 
32 per cent and 4 per cent, and in Ohio 
48 per cent and i per cent. The cities 
have shown a very rapid growth, rang- 
ing from Lat per cent in Oregon and Lao 
per cent in Washington, down to 13 per 
cent im Kentucky and 14. per cent in 
Delaware and Maryland, 

In four States, viz, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Isla, Lowa, and Missouri, the 
rural population <hows-a decrease, while 
in Maine, New York, North Carolina, 
Michigan, and Ohio the gain of this ele- 
nent of the population has been trifling, 

In 1900: there were 38 cities haying 
1oo,ooo or more tnhabitants each. Dhur- 
ing the decade following, this number 
was diminished by  two— Allegheny, 
Pennsylvania, was annexed to, Pittshurg. 
and Saint Joseph, Missouri, apparently 
lost a large number of inhabitants, leay- 
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ing it fewer than 100,900 in 1g1o, Dur- 
ing the decade 14 other citics passed the 
700,000 mark, making 50 such cities i 
1G}.

OUR GREATEST CITTES 


New York, our greatest city, hos-had a 
phenomenal growth for a great body of 
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people. It has increased by nearly two- 


fiiths-of its populatiani in 1goa, [ts i1- 
crease was greater than in the decade 


preceding, caused, no daubt, by the 
greatly increased immigration im the last 
decaile, a large proportion of which Hes 
remaited it the city where it landed. [n 
the past ten years it las added nearly one 
ar ene-third rrillicns 

Its pdditions alone very nearly equal 
the combined total population of St. Lous 
and. Loston, respectively the fourth and 
fifth cities of the country in numbers, 
The increase of New York equals that of 
Chicage, Philadelphia, St. Lowis, Boston, 
Cleveland, and Detroit, [ts population is 
a millivn greater than the combined propa 
lation of Chicago and Philadelphia, the 
next largest cities: It contains more than 
half the population of New York State. 

New York is exceeded in number of 
inhabitants by Londen only, As is well 
krown, Londen is net a city, as the word 
is tmderstocdl in this country. [tis not a 
community with well-defined limits, under 
a single municipal goverment, hut an 
Mastic prop of hororslts, some of which 
are united for one municipal functor, 
others for: another: thus, there is a proup 
of boraighs caombmed to provide them- 
selves with a common water supply, 
another grow for police purposes, ttc. 
The largest of these groups, the County 
of Londen, had in 1909 a population of 
7.420.740, Or half as muny againas New 
York. . 

The third city in size, Parts, 1s less 
than three-fifths the size of New York, 
and the fourth city, Tokyo, is less than 
half as large. New York ts larger than 
Berlin and Vienna together. 

Our second city, Chicago, grew by no 
meatis.as rapidly in the last decade as in 
that preceding, nor did it grow as rapidly 
as New Yorkin the last decaile, Still tt 
added! nearly_4o0,o00 inhabitants. Phila- 
delphia, which in tecent times has been 
father slow in growth, added only one- 
fifth to its numbers, St. Lonis and Bos- 
ton grew at about the same rate. Cleve- 
land showed a phenomenal growth, 
ehightly exceeding its rate for the decade 
1890-1900, and raising it from seventh to 
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sixth place amonz our ereat cities. This

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DAMASCUS, THE PEARL OF THE DESERT 


The local tradition says that after the 
execution of the Messiah's forerunner 
his heel wis sent ti Daonascus, then the 
capital of the district over whieh Herod 
had jurisdiction, «0 that his superior offi- 
cer might see that the deed had really 
been done. and one supposed weiter to 
relictlion Hepes of. When the Saracen 
comguerar fb, 
and was searching the church for treas- 
ure, he came across this reveretl relic 


and cansed it to be fnterred and covered, 


by afine structure, which has been care- 
fully preserved ever since, The dame ot 
this monument is covered with green, the 
religions color of the Mohammedan, 
sutmountel with the star and crescent. 
The siles, which are cagelike in, appear- 
ace, are of brass rods ane flagree-work 
of very exquisite design. The fact of 
this shrine being in the mosque accounts 
for the laxity regarding the entrance of 
Christians as compared with mosques in 
other Mohammedan cities. 

In the south wall of the building are 
two exquisite pieces of modern mosaic 
work of which the Damascenes ate justly 
pitorel, 

These form prayer niches toward 
which the faithful tam when. engaging 
in their devotions, as they face toward 
Mecca. ther holy cy. The mches, which 
are about 10 fect high, are made op of 
hindreds of tiny pieces of colored miar- 
ble. glass, granite, and other stones gath- 
ered irom all parts of Europe and Asia. 
amd are the work of men resident jn the 
city, Every one of the tiny columns 
secn inthe work i+ delicately carved and 
mist have required infinite patience and 
Ingenmity. 

Thoth niches are the gifts of rich Mioe- 
lene ae thank-offerings to God for a safe 
return from the long.and toying pilgrim 
age to Mecca, some 800 miles distant 
across the Arabian desert | 

West of these molerm mosaics is 
ancther fine piece of work in the shape 
of a massive pulpit worked ‘and carved 
entirely im white marble, brought from 
the quarries oF [taly tit worked in. Da- 
TmHaAsct5.

This. delicately wrought piece of filagree- 
work in marble is also a gift to. the 
mosque in return for blessings received: 

A visit to the mosque 1s ustially con- 
clided by ascending the minaret on the 
southwest stile of the tulding, the only 
ene that survived the fire already fe- 
ferred io, The minaret ts of pure Ara- 
bian workmanship and is a wonder of 
skill ancl design. In shape it is octapo- 
nal, and has three gallenes, one above the 
other, tapering toward the top and encd- 
ing with a hall surmounted with the 
crescent. Lnilike the cther two minarets, 
this one js built of different-coloret 
stones, whieh from a distance give ‘it a 
very pleasing appearance, 

From the gallery a magnificent ew 
of the city is te be had, The main bea- 
vaars und streets are prominent because 
of the semicircular roofs over them; the 
many tiny domes with glass windows 
locate the mimerous Turkish baths: of 
the city, which ate well patronized by 
the inhabitants; the well-preserved Cru- 
sading castle in the center of Dmnscus 
denotes the military headquarters of the 
troops, while the spots of green inter- 
spersed abort the city tell of many a 
shady courtyard, fraprant with flowers 
and trees, contminally watered from the 
fountain that piavs in its aibst, 

Hevond the city nay be seen Darren- 
ness, fertility, miovntain, al plain, while 
the manysmiled circle of green that en- 
compasses the town ts 4 sight never to be 
formctien: It is not to be wandered at 
that the Damascenes are proud of their

Damascus is a city of sacred shrines, 
for many worthy and brave mien have 
heen interred there, From a miulitiry 
point of view the tomb of Saladin, the 
rreat Hero of the Saracens, ts the most 
wipottant in the ety.

MONG the most tinknown regions 
of the earth geographically 
i & the Arabian J’enimsula, and one 
af ats least-known provinces ts Clan, 
Historically, politically, and geograph- 
ically man has always been isolated 
from the rest of Arabia. Fiver since 
the days of the caliphate, and as far as 
outside communication with other Arabs 
is concerned, Orman was practically an 
island, with the <ea on two stdes andl the 
desert on the other, The people are, 
therefore, even more primitive in their 
habits than the Arabs generally, and 
only recently have other towne. than 
Museat, the present a upened thers 
eyes to the wile world, 

The coust line of Chman extends for 
about a theasand oles, from the Strat 
of Oirmuz, southeast and southwest; 
the province hac an area of 82,000 
square miles and a: popellation, estimated 
at Sooooo by the Statesmen’s Year 
Rook, but by Colonel Miler, who has 
geen more of the mtertor than any other 
recent traveler, at over t,ooo,000, The 
capital, Muscat, andl the adjacent town 
of Mutrah have together about 25,000 
inhabitants. The ancient capital, Ros- 
tak, has declined in importance since 
Muscat was occupied by the Portuguese, 
from 508 to the mikidle of the seven- 
tecnth century. 

Ahmed bin Sa’eed, originally from 
Yemen, captured Muscat anid was elected 
Imam of Cian in apg. Ais: family 
have since beer the rulers of this part of 
Arabia, and the present Sultan came to 
the throne on Tune 4, 1888, At the be- 
ginning of |e last century the power of 
the Imums of ‘Oman extended over a 
large purt of Arabm, the islands im thie 
Persian Gulf, a part of the Pirate Coast, 
and a long ettip-of the African coast 
south of Cape Goardatuil Incladme So- 
entra and Zanzibar, At this time the 
dave trade was flourehing, and it was 
the Avah< of Onoan who explored the 
preat interior of Africa long betore the 






(ave of Speke and Livingstone. Oni the 
feath of Sultan Sa’ced in 1856 two rival! 
sama divided the government, one be- 
coming the Sultan of Zanzibar and the 
other of Museat.

government of India, and Oman is prac- 
tically a native state like other states in 
Inca, A Diritish consul cand political 
agent resides at Muscat, and although 
the Sultan's revenue amounts to about 
Seco,o00 his autharity dacs not extend 
far inland, and there ts little security for 
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Showing the primitive method of drawing water by tallocks or donkeys in large

war. In peornt years trade has greatly 
increased, and there has been considera- 
ble acricultural development. The min- 
chil resources of the firovinee are not

Some Yeirs ago it was my privilege to 
cross from Abu Dhabi, on the Pirate 
Coast. thrawrh Bertina to Sohar, and 
also from Sharkali. on the Pirate Const, 
to Shinas, in both cases traveling alung 
the «coast from Sohar to Abuecat 

The Pirate Coast was fornicrly noted 
for the savage ferocity and fanaticism of 
its inhabitants, Sir John Maleolm wrote 
fifty years ago coneeming the people: 

“Their occupation is piracy and their 
deliit murder: they are meotaters 

Thanks to English commerce and eun- 
hoats, these fanatic Arabs have trecome 
tamed, Most of them have given up 
piracy and tumed to pearl-diving for a 





livelihood, ‘Ther black tents aad rude 
dwellings have made rocem for four inm- 
pottant towtts, As the slave trade lias 
always Hourished amtil recent vears, a 
large part of the population of (man is 
of negro descent, and at least four dis- 
tinct Aftivan langunees are spoken in 
the hazanrca of Misscat and among the 
dives in the interior, — quote a para- 
eraph from the account of my journey : 

‘We beard on every side that travel 
ing in the interior of Ciman was sate, 
<o. after barraining with carnel-drivers. 
we secured two companions and five 
camels. to take us to Sohar for the sum 
of twenty calyx, or Arabian dollars. At 
gp. m. on May 20 we left, and, after a 
short fest at midnight to water the 
camels, marched tnt! 9 o'clock the next 
day, Py -gomg as onich as possrble by 
siar-light to avoid the heat, and resting 
daring the day under some scrmggy 
acacia tree or in the shadow of a Bedoum 
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fort, we completed the distance of mimety- 
od miles in-a lithe over four davs. A 
large part OF the way we took was desert, 
with oo villawes or even nomad booths; 
the more wstial mute by Wade Hom te- 
ing ov little oisnte, we followed! Waly 
Hittin. 

“On the second day we passed villages 
and cultivated helds: that nvht we slept 
in the bed of the way, surnouniled by 
thousands of sheep and pouts, driven imo 
by Bedouin lissés from thelr inountain 
pastures. (even amnong these shepherds 
we found readers, and the colperteur 
sO books wherever the camels halted 





lang enough to strike a-harpain. It was 
late on Wednesday, May 23, that we 
entered the narrow pass of Plittm. Chur 


rides preceded, mounted, but with rifles 
daded and cocked; then followed the 
bavivnve cunel, to which mie was 
‘towed, and im similar fashten my oom 
minion ort the mich camel, follower! by 
is two colts. 

“We were tint troubled with the beat 
at ocigrhit, tat clurmy the day it was in- 
tense, ond it wis refreshing in come. bin 
an oasis (tammen in this part of Oman), 
Where water burst from a big spring and 
trees and tlowers grew tn luxury. bo the 
monntainans parts of Chan the noars 
ron almost invariably alone the owady 
heds; sometimes these are sandy water- 
courses; apuin veep, retky ravines ar 
hired, fertile valleys. Vegetation pén- 
erally is tolerably abundant. ‘Tarmuarisks. 
oleanders, etrphorbias, and acacias are 
the mest commen trees and’ shrubs. 

“Where the country appears arid anid 
sterile we were surprised to fitul a con- 
siderable population af shepherds sand 
goatherds. Their dwellings: are mete 
ciel shanties constructed of boulders or 
rocks, pnd they subsist on their flocks, 
In the fertile valleys the population al- 
wis centers in villages, and scarcely 

ever 6 a dwelling feund ot any distance 
from thie eothme) center, Here often 
are the iresh-water welle with the watch- 
tower to protect tem. 

“Tost at the top of the pass of Mitta is 
the village “Ajeeb, rightly qamed ‘“wan- 
derful.”
